which once acknowledge the au- 
: thority of Spain in the New 
World, no portion, forcintereat and im- 
portance, can be compared with Mexico, 
and this equally, whether we consider the 
vaniety of its soil and clitaate: the inex- 
haustible stores of its mineral wealth ; its 
scenery, grand and picturesque bevonil 
example; the character of ifs ancient in- 
hiabitnts, net only far surpassing in in» 
telligence that of the other North Americ 
cat taces, but remincing us, by their 
monuments, of the primitive civilization 
of Egypt and Hindostan; or, lastly, the 
peculiar circumsétances af Ths CONQUEST, 
adventurous and romantic as any leper 
devised ty Norman or Ttiltat bard of 
chivalry, 

The country of the anetent Mexicans, 
ar chatees, as. they were called, formed 
bet a very small part of the extensive 
torntories comprehended ii the modern 
Republic of Mexica, Its botncaries can- 
Hot be dened with certainty, Thee were 
much enlarged in the latter divs of the 
empore, when they may be considered ps 
reaching from about the eighteenth de- 

ce north to the twenty-first, on the At- 
fantic, and from the fourteenth to the 
nittteenth, meclucing a Very narrow stripy, 
onthe Pacific. In its greatest breadth it 
could not exceed] fire degrees and o half, 
dwindling, as it approached its southeast 
ern limits; to Jess than two, 

It covered probally les than ooo 
SC Arec lenges. Yet stich is the renmrk- 


able formation af this country thet, 
though riot more than twice as large ‘as 
Sew Enghind, it presented every variety 
of climate, and was capable of yielding 
nedtly every fruit found between the 
Equator and the Arctic Circle. 

All-along the Atlantic the country is 
hordered by a broad tract, called “the 
herra caliente, or hot region, which has 
the ul high temperature of equinnetial 
hinds, Parched and sandy plains are 
intermingler! with others of exuberant 
fertility, almost impervious from thickets 
of aromatic shribs and wild flowers, in 
the mist of which tower up trees of that 
marniticent growth which ie found only 
within the Tropes,

THE BROAD MEXICAN TANLE-LAND 


When he has climbed to the height of 
between 7,000 nnd Booo feet, the weary 
traveler sets his foot on the stimmit of 
the Cordillera of the Andes—the colossal 
ringe that, atter traversing Soath Amer- 
ic and the Isthmus of Darien, sprends 
mut as it enters Mexico into that yaat 
sheet of table-Emnd, which maintains an 
clevation of more than 6000 feet, for the 
distance of nearly Soo. leagues, tintil it 
gradoally dechines in the Ingher latitudes 
of the north. 

‘The air is exceedingly drv; the soil, 
themeh naturally wood, js rarely clothed 
with: the laxuriint veeetation of the 
lower regions. ft frequently, indeed, has 
a parched and harten aspect. owing partly 
to the greater evaporation which tikes 
tlice on these loftr plains, throwgl the 
dimntnmshed! pressure of the atmosphere: 
and partly, mo doubt, to the want of trees 
to shelter the seal from the fierce infti- 
ence Of the summer stm. 

— Incthe time ef the Aztecs the thle 
lind was thickly covered with larch, oak, 
erpress, ind other forest trees, the extra- 
ordinary dimensions of some of which. 
remaining to the present dav, show that 
the curse of harrenness in larer tines tf 
chargeable more on man than on nature. 
Indeed. the carly Spaniacde made as in- 
discriminate war en the forest as did our 
Prritan ancestors, though with mel less 
reason, After once conquering the coun- 
tre thee had no lurking tunbush to fear 
from the submissive, semi-civilized Tn- 
dian, and were not, like our forefathers, 
oblired to keep watch and war! for a 
century. This spoaliation of the groaned. 
however, is said to have heen pleasing to 
their imaginations, as it reminded them 
of the plains of then cw Castile. where

THE WONDERFUL VALLEY OF WEXICO 


Midway across the cemtinent, some- 

what nearer the Pacific than the Atlantic 
(icent, atan elevation of nearly 7.400 
feet, 75 the celebrated! Valley of Mexicw, 
It ts of an oval form, about Gp leagues in 
cireunf¢rence, util is eneoripassed bv a 
Lowering: rampart of porphyritie tock, 
which mature seem to have provider, 
thengh ineffectnally, ta protect tt from

_ The soil, once carpeted! with a beanti- 
jul verdure, and. thickly sprinkled with 
abetted y trees, is often bare, and in Ty 
Haces, white. with the inerustation of 
salts, caused by the drathing af the 
Waters, Frye lakes are spreqd over the 
valley, occupving one-tenth of its surface, 
On the apposite borders of the larvest of 
these oasins, much shrunk in its dinven— 
stons Since the dava of the Agtees, stand 
the cities of Mexico and Tezenen, the 
capatils ‘if the twa MLSE potent <The thowur- 
ishing Sites of Anahi, ayhiee history, 
with that of the mysterious races. that 
preveded them in the country, exhibits 
somte of the nearest approaches to civili- 
mation to be moet with anctenily ion the 
North Ameritan continent. 

(i these races the thiest conspicuous 
were the Toltecs; Advancing besiey tv 
Hortherly clirection, but from what region 
5 ticertam, they entered the territory of 
Anahiae, probably before the close of 
the seventh century, 

The Toltees were well metructed in’ 
agriculture, and many of the most yseful 
mechanic gris: were nice workers of 
metals; invented the complex arracge- 
mentat time adopted by the Aztecs ; and, 
in short, were the true fountains of the 
civilization which distinguished this: part 
They es- 
tablished thetr capital at Tula, north of 
the Alexican Villev, and the temams of 
extensive buildings were to be discerned 
there at the time of the Comquest.. The 
noble sins of religions and wether edifices, 
still to be seen in various parts of New 
Spain, are referred to this people, whose

After ad senes of wanderings pod ad- 
weitures, which omecd net shrmk from 
comparaon wath the most extrivagant 
lemesds of the heroic ages of antiquity, 
they at lenitly) halted! on the southwestern 
horders of the principal Inke in the vear 
p325, They there bebeld, perched on the 
aterm of # prickly pear, which shot out 
from the crevice of ‘a fuck that was 
washed hy the WHYS, a Pry aul earie of cx 
tractdinary siec and beauty, with a_ser- 
pent in li< talons, and tus bread wings 
gpened to the rinng sin. 

Thes bailed the aysplacne omer, an- 
Hiouneed ly the oracle as indicating the 
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Mret Harte, in bis “Last Galleon,” sithre of 


Site. of their futere city, and lated its fenm- 
tations by sinking: pales into the shallows; 
for the low wmrshes were half boned 
inder water, On these they erected therm 
light fabrics of reeds and rushes, and 
eouglit a precurious subsistence from 
Astin andl from the wild fowl which 
frequented the waters, as well as from 
the cultivation of such simple veretah 
n= they could dase on their touting @ar- 
dens, The place was called ‘Tenochtitlan, 
in token of ts miracnlow origin, though 
only known to Buropeans by its other 
nome of \iexien, deriverl from thet wir- 
sod.

What ts more extraordmuary than the 
treaty itself, however, is the fidelity wath 
which it was miintaime|, During n cCn- 
tira’ a if tninberrinp tend wittfare that en- 
died, nu tistance occured where the par- 
ties quarreled over the division of the 
spoil, which so olten makes shipwreck of 
similiar confeleracies among civilized 
Stites. 

The allies for some tine found sutfi- 
cient occupation for their arms in their 
awn valley; but they soan overleaped tts 
rocky ramparts, ated by the middle of the 
fifteenth century. tnder the first Monte- 
zuma, had spread down the sides of the 
trhle-land to the borders of the Guli of 
Afexica, Teuoelititlin, the Aztec capital, 
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gave evidence of the public prosperity. 
Tts frail tenements were supplanted by 
soli] structures of stone and lime, Its 
pepilation rapidly increased. 

At the beginning of the sixteenth cen- 
tury, jist hefore the arrival of the Span- 
iards, the Aztee dominioti reached weross: 
the cortinent, from) the: Atlantic to the: 
Pacitie: and, tnder the bold and Ileaely 
Aliitse oth, its arms: had been carried far 
over the limits already noticed as iefin- 
ing jis permanent territory inte the far- 
thest corners of Oustemaln and Nica- 
fait, This extent of empite, however 
limited: in comparison with that of many. 
other Sintes, is truly wonderful, comsid- 
erie it as the acquisition of a people 
Whose whole population aml resourres. 
lined so recently been comprises! wathin 
the walla of their own petty city; and 
considering, moreover, that the conquered 
terriiory was thickly settled by various 
rics, liner! to anms Tike the Alexicnns, 
antl little inferiorto them in social cram 
IZRTIOM, 

THE LAWS: OF THE: AZTECS 

The laws of the Aztecs were registered 
and exhibited to the people in their hicro- 
glyphical paintings, Much the larger part 
af them, as in every nation nipertectly 
civilizect, relates rather to the security of 
persons than of property. The great 
cries against society were all made capii- 
tal iven the murder of a slove wae 
punished with death, Adulterera, ac 
among the Jews, were stoucd to denth. 

Thievitys, according ta. the degree of 
the offense, was punished [ny al= Ver ery or 
death, Yet the Mexicans could have 
been under no prent apprehetision of this 
crime, since the gritrances to their well- 
ings: were not secured by bolts or fisten- 
ings of any kind, It was capitel offense 
to remuve the tewndaries of andther's 
lands: to alter the established measures, 
and for a-guardian tet to be able to give 
a good accorint of his: ward's PrcpHert 
These regulations evince a reward for 
equity in dealings amd for private rishits, 
which argues a considerable progress th 
civiltzation. T'redigals who squandered 
their pattimeny were punished in The 
Maliner—a stvere sentence, since the 
crime brought. its adequate prumshment 
along watt it.

THR. “HOUSES OF Gop” 


The Mexican team ples — teorallzs, 
“houses of God,” os they were called— 
were very mimerous. They were solid 
masses of earth, easel with brick or 
stone, and in their fern somewhat re- 
semble the pacumicdal strictures of an- 
chent Egypt. The bases of many of them 
were more than a hundred: feet square, 
iti! they towered to 4. still greater height, 
They were distributed into four or five 
‘statics, cach of smaller dimensions than 
that below. The ascent. was by a flight 
of steps, at an angle of the pyramid, on 
the dutside, “This led to «sort of terrace, 
op paillery, at the hase of the second story, 
which passed quite round the building to 
another flight of stairs, commencing also 
at the same angle as the preceding and 
directly over it, and leading to a similar 
terrace ; <0 that one had to make the cir- 
cult of the temple several times before 
reaching the summit. Tr sone instances 
the stairway led directly up the center of 
the western face of the building. |

‘There were said to be Goo of 
these altars on emvaller buildings within 
the inclosure of the great temple of Mex- 
170, which, with those in the sacred edi- 
fices im other parts of the city, shel a 
brilliant illitimmation over its streets 
through the darkest night. 


CIREMONILALS OF PEACE 


From the canstruetion of their temples 
all religious services were public, ‘The 
long processions of priests winding round 
their massive sides, as they rose hieher 
ad higher toward the summit, and the 
ihisttal rites of sacrifice performed there, 
were all visible fram the remotest corners 
of the capital, impressing on the spee- 
iutor'’s aind a superstitious veneration 
for the mysteries of his religion and for 
the dread ammisters by whom they were 
interpretes], 

This impression was kept in full force 
hy their numerows festivals: Every 
metith was consecrate] to some preitect- 
ing deity; and every week—nay, alist 
every diy—was set down. mm their calen- 
dur for some appropriate celebration ; eo 
thot it is difficult to wnderstand haw the 
ordinary lusiness of life could have been 
compatille with the exactions of rehgion. 
Many of their ceremonies were of a lirht 
and cheerfial complextan, cowststing of 
the national songs and dances, in which 
both-sexes joined, Processions were mode 
of women and children crowned with 
parlinds and bearmg offerings of fnuits, 
the ripened maixe, or the sweet incense of 
copal and other odoriferous gums, while 
the allars of the detty were stained with 
no blood save that of animale. 

These were the peaceful rites derived 
from: their Toltec predecessors, on which 
the fierce Aztecs engratte:] a superstition 
too Ioathsome to he exhibited im all its 
nokedness, and one over which I would 
gladly driw a vell altogether, but that i 
would leave the reader in tenorance of 
their most «stoking institution, and one 
that had the greatest influence in form- 
ing the national eharacter. 
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THE LUSTER OF ANCIENT MEXICO 


Human sacrifeees were adopted by the 
Aztecs early in the fourteenth century, 
about 200 years before the Conquest. 
Rare at first, they became more frequent 
with the wider extent of their empire, 
tll at length almost every festival was 
Closed with this cracl abomination, These 
religiots ¢eremontals were generally ar— 
ringed in such a manner as to afferd a 


type of the most prominent circtimstances: 


tn the character or history of the deity 
who was the object of them.

He was 
calle! “the soul of the werld,” and siap- 
tweed to have been its creator, Fle was 
depicted as a handsome man, endowerl 
with perpetual youth, A wear before the 
intended: sacrifice a captive, distinguished 
tor his personal beauty, and without 2 
Dlemish on his body, was selected to rep- 
resent this deity.

In 
thes way he led anceasy, luxurious life, 
ill within a month of his sacrifice, Four 
beautitul girls, hearing the mimes of the 
principal goddesses, were then selected to 
be his compantonsy aril with them he con- 
tinted to live mm mle dalliance, feasted ait 
the hanquets of the principal trobles, who 
paw! tom all the honors of a divinity. 

THE FATAL DAY OF SACHIFICK 

At length the fatal day of sacrifice ur- 
tived..

trensutes of their kingdorn, Silver, Tear, 
and tin they drew from the mines of 
Tasco; copper from the monntaing of 
Zacutollan, ‘These were taken not only 
from the crade masses on the-surface, Tut 
from veins wrougiit in the solid tock, inte 
which they .apened extensive palleries. 


In fact, the traces of their labors fur- 


nished the best indications for the early 
Spanish miners, Gold, fownd on the sier- 
face or gleaned fromm the beds of rivers, 
Was cast into bars or, in the form of «hast, 
nade part of the regular tribute of the 
southern provinces. of the empire, The 
ust Of tron, with which the sol WAS fim- 
piremated, was tinknéwn to them. Not- 
withstanding its abundance, it demands 
40 TINY piricesses to prepare it for ase 
that it has commemly been one of the last 
metals pressed inte the cervice of man 
They fond a substitete in an alloy of 
tin and copper, and with tools made of 
this bronze could ext not only metals, but, 
with the anl of a silicious dist, the hard- 
tet substances, as basalt, porplivey, arne- 
thysts, and emeralds. Ther fashioned 
these last, which were found verv large, 
mtd many curious and funtastice forme. 


They cast, alap, vessels of gold anil silver, 


carving them with their metullic chisels 
ina very delicate manner, Some of the 
tilver vases were so large that a man 
could net ecirele them with his arm. 
They imitated very imeely the fieures of 
amtimals, and, what was extrnordinary, 
could mix the metale in such a manner 
thot the feathers of a bind or the aciles 
ofa fish should be alternately of gold! and 
eilver. The Spanish edldsmithe admitted 
their superiority over-themeeclves in these 
Inmenios works.

They employer! another tool, made of 
Hetlt, or-obsulian, i dark transparent min- 
eral; exceedingly hard, found tm abun- 
dance in their tills, They made it into

Jt 
i ever sali they were in some cases the 
result of ‘artificial teans, emploved by 
ainatural parents desirous fe secure a 
provision, for their offspring Iw tlias 
qualiiving them for a place in the roval 
mse | | 
Extensive gardens were spread out 
antici these Duildtnges, fille! with fia- 
prant shnils al flowers, and especially 
with medicinal plants, No ecuntrs hys 
affarded more numerous species of these 
last than New Spam, and thetr virtues 
were perfectly understood hy the stecs, 
with whem aedicnal botany may be sat 
to have heen studied asa science. Amidst 
this labyrinth of sweet-scetted groves 


amd shrubberies fountains of pure water 


might be seen throwing up their spark- 
ling jets and seattering refreshing dews 
over the hlossens. Ten large tanks, well 
stocked with fish, afforded a retreat on 
their margins to variows tribes of water- 
fowl, whose halite were so care filly con- 
stilted that some of these ponds were of 
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sult water, as that which they mast loved 
to frequent, A tessellated pavement of 
warble inclased the -anyle basins which 
were overhung by fight and fanciful pa- 
vilions, that admitted the perfumed 
lvcexes of the gardens and offered a 
grateful shelter to the monarch in the 
sultry heats af summer. 


FASHIONS IN ANCIENT AXTEC-LAND 

The Spaniards were xtrock, an enter- 
ing the capital, with the appearance of 
the inhabitants and their-areat superiority 
ii the stvle and qualite of their dress 
over the people af the lower coumtrics, 
The tHhmatii or cloak thrown over the 
shonlders and: tied round the neck, made 
of cotton of different deytees of fineness, 
according te the condition of the wearer, 
and the ample sash around the loink, were 
diten wronght in rich and eleeant fiz- 
ures and edged with a deep iringe or 
tassel, As the weather was tow grow- 
ing cool, mantles of far ar of the gor- 
reows. feather-work were: sometimes: sub- 
stituted. “The latter combined! the advan- 
tage of great warinth with beauty, The 
Mexicans liad also the art of spinning a 
fine thread of the hatr of the rabbit and 
other animils, which they wove Into a 
delicate web that took a permanent dve. 

The women, at in ether patts of the 
country, ceemeil to po aboot as freely as 
the men, They wore several skirts or 
petticoats of different lengths, with highly 
ornamented borders, and sometimes over 
them lnnse fowing robes, which reached 
tothe onkles, “These, alee, were made of 
cotton, for the wealthier classes, of a fine 
texture, prettily embroidered. The Artec 
women had their faces exposed, and their 
dark, tneen tresses floated lusxuriantly 
ever ther shoulders; revealing features 
which, althouch of a dusky or rather cin- 
namion bite, were not infrequently pleas- 
intr.

Here were met to- 
gether traders from all prrts, with the 
products and nmontactares peculiar to 
their countries—the goldsmiths of Azca- 
weales, the potters an! powelers of Cho- 
tla, the pointers of Tezcuen, the stone 
ciliers of Tenajacan, the hunters ot 
Milutepee, the fishermen af Cuitlhnarc, 
the frahterers of the warm comntries, the 
matand chair nmakers of Quanhtitlin, and 
the florists of Nochimileo—all busily en- 
gaged in recommending ther respective 
wares and: in chaffering with purchasers. 
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The market-place was surrounded by 
deep porticos, and the several articles had 
each its own quarter allottedto i Here 
might be seen cotton piled ap in bales, or 
imatinfactured inte dresses ail articles of 
domestic tee, as tapestry, curtis, cover- 
fers, and the like, The richly stained anil 
tice fabrics reminded Cortes of the alray- 
ceria, or silk-murketr of Granada There 
Was the quarter assisted to the erode] . 
smiths, where the purchaser night. fim 
Varios articles of omament of fe 
formed of the precious metals, or cris 
toys, made in imitation of birds ‘and 
fishes, with scales and feathers alternately 
of gold andl silver and with movable 
heads and bodies, These fantastic Little 
trinkets were often garnished with pre- 
cinits- stones, and shower a patie, puerile 
ingermity in the manufactare, like that of 
the Chinese. 

In sunt adjetmnimy quarter were collected 
secimens of pottery, course and fine. 
vases of wood elaborately caryed, var 
nished, or-gilt, of curds and sometimes 
graceful forms. There were alsa hatelt- 
ets made of capper alloyed with tin, the 
auhstitute, and. as it proved, not a bad 
ene for tron. The soldier found here all 
the implerents of his trade, The casque 
fashioned into the head of sone will ani- 
nial, with it grinding defenses of teeth 
ane bristling crest dyer with the rich tint 
of the cochineal: the eacaupil, or quilted 
dawhlet of eotton, the rich surcoat of 
feather-mail, ant weapons of all) sorts, 
copper-headed lances anil arrows, and the 
broad naquafitl!, the Mestean sword. 
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with its sharp blades of itt, ere were 
mizors and mirrors of {his same lard jt 
polished mineral which Served, so many 
ofthe purposes of steel with the Aztecs, 
In the squnre were aleo to be towne 
booths accupéed ly barbers, who! weed 
these satne ragers in their wocation: for 
the Mexicans, contriry to the popular and 
eTTUNCOUS TOliOns respecting the Abor- 
mines of the New World, had Ieurils, 
though scanty ones. Ohther shops or 
booth® were temnted by apothecaries, 
well provided with drugs, rodts, and «dif 
ferent tiedicinal preparations. In other 
laces, again, blank books or maps for the 
iieroglyphical picture-writing were to be 
soem, Talded! together like fans and made 
of entten, skits, of more cometenty the 
fibers of the agave, the Aztec papyros. 
Cider some of the porticns they saw 
lrices, raw and dressed,-and varios arti- 
cles for domestic or personal mse made of 
the leather. Animals, both wild and 
fame, were offered for sale, and near 
them, perhaps, a gang of slaves; with ecl- 
lars rod their mecks, intimating they 
were likewise on sale—a spectacle, ut- 
happily, not confined to the barbarian 
tinrkets. of Mexieo, thigh the evils of 
their condition were aggravate there by 
the consciousness that a life of weeroda- 
tion mirht be consvununated at anv mo- 
ment tiv the dreadful dann ‘of sacrifice. 
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The heavier materials for buildmep, as 
stone, lime, timber, were considered too 
lnttky to be allowed a place in the «quare, 
and were deposited m the adjacent streets 
on the borders of the canals.

After the 
Grito de Nelores and the first ringing of 
the bell of Independence, Hidalgo and 
his [ollowers moved on to, Cuanajiata, 
stormed the hoonewieed fortress of AL 
honda, and killed all the: Spanish troops 
that had-taken refuge there, This was 
the beginning of the eleven years’ war at 
Lidepencenoe.

The church of Valenciana (San Cave- 
tno) hag not been despoiled: neither 
inte nor maranding man has changed its 
dmpesing grandenar: the grayncss of its 
walls and the tariteh of is altars pive to 
it-an pdditional touch of peace (see pic: 
ture, page 36). Antonio Obregon, to 
commemorate the finding of the great 
Valenciana bynansa, began building this 
chinch th tras and ownipleted it 20 venrs 
later, The exterior ornamentation stg- 
pests Arabesqne influences, hut the archi- 
tecture is unknown, Aliove the dome is 
an artow, supposed to palit the direction 
ef tlie Mother Lode. Its interior decora- 
tion, altars, and fornishings testify te the 
lavish hand of the buililet, The high 
altar is heavy with silver; jiers, arches, 
and roofs ate elaborately carved anil 
show the indivduatitv of the artisans, and 
the inlaid pulpit is ene of the finest in 
Mexico. Tet o¢ hope that this meniineent, 
at least, will long escape the desecratiny 
hand of varius anil the ravares of 
warfare. 

Six vears dfterthe conquest of Mexiwe 
the ald Spanish fortress of Santa Ann 


was built to repress the depredations, of 


the Chichinieeas, an’ Indian tobe, who 
were comstuntly menacing the travelers 
from Zicatecas to the coast. Twenty. 
two vears. later silver. ores were diseov- 
ered in this district, and an old document, 
found in the archives of the Court of 
Mines, (Gtanajuath, teeords the de- 
nouncenent of the Kayas mine.

FP ocler in Mexico is a visit to the 


hone of the Aztec lake dwellers, Much 
of the chatin of the great Valley of Mex- 
wo, where they live, is duc to the stretches 
of water among the trees aul verdant 
fields in a landseape: fried in beautiful 
mountains and bathed with clearest atr of 
hes vets. | | 

Their Iakes—‘lexecoco, XMochinileo, 
“umpango, and Chalco—ilo not reveal 
themselves except from the high moun- 
tinins encircling the valley, They ‘are 
giillow bodes ef water m the nindst of 
extensive marshes, unapproachable, anil 
lacking the effect of our likes with their 
definite shorelines. For this reneon, they 
have never been highways of civilized 
commence, nor hos navigation flourished 
in ther shallaw witers; but they were 
fram these very hindrances destined to be 
jealous mothers of ancient and remark- 
able States, whose people, protected in the 
fens, dug out canals ant developed an 
indigenctis commerce and transportation 
to the fullest extent 


DRAINING THE LAKES OF THE VALLEY oF 
MEXICO 


They were for modern man a constant 
menace dining seasons of Howl and lave 
required echormous engineering works te 
keep them in botinds, The first of these, 
never of great value, wae bern sonic 
300 veurs ago, and exists-at the preacnt 
time as a gngantre ditch over 13 miles 
long,.197 teet deep, nnd 461 feet wide. 
dug by the patient labor of impressed 
lncians, anid called the Tajo de Nochis- 
tongo. The latest undertuking is a canal 
connecting the three lakes and Jeading 
their waters out of the valley by « tunnel 
through the eastern mountains T'lns 
splendid piece of engincerme, completed 
some vears ago, effectually controls the 
hevht of the water in the lakes and pre- 
rents inumidations:

_ Pere Sahagun, the Franciscan, records 
that “the City of Mexico is like another 
Venice, and the people themselves are 
comparable:to the Venetians in urbanity 
and savoir.” This was written fn the six- 
teenth century, but in the lapse of several 
hundred years the ctty’s wonderful water 
environment has become dry ground, and 
the serker for lake dwellers will have te 
lool farther afield in the entrancing valley 
of the sky. 

The way to the present Aztec Venice, 
which bears the name of Mochimilco, “tn 
the fell of flowers,” ts through one of 
these ancient camils—a prehistoric water 
road fram Tenochtitlan to the capital and 
stat of ore of the grow of seven Agtee 
tribes which long ago came from: remote 
Avitlan to the tich Valley of Mexien.

5. Jitly 17, 1865, the United) States 
offered $5,000,000 for the islands, [hn 
1867 Denmark dectined to sell them for 
that amount, hut offered St, ‘Thomas and 
St. John for Sra,ced,000; ar $15,000.00 
for the three. Mr. Seward replied by of- 
fering $7,500,000 far the eroup, Den- 
niark made a counter off er of St. Thomas 
and St. John for that price. Finally Sec- 
retary Seward nevepted the proposal; let 
then Denmark insisted that the consent 
of the peoples of the islanls should be 
ven before the sale was con- 
summated. This was at first objected to 
hy Mr. Seward; but he finally cabled our 
niinister to concede the question of vate, 
and on the 2yth of Octoher, 167, the 
treaty was signed, Om January 9, 1868; 
the election was held, and out of 1.039 
voles east there were but 22 against the 
eestor. St. Jolin was sdtntina cla; wast. 
ing 205 votes favor and mone aginst,
